about six hundred dollars in interest, 
was not paid into the treasury at the 
recent settlement, and it was not the 
fault of the present District Attorney 
for not doing something the law did 
not permit him to do. 


I have been strongly tempted to 


reply to many other matters that have 
appeared in print on this question 
which are about on a par with the 
article of "Taxpayer," but as I prefer 
that the Grand Jury should express 
itself in this mattar I havn left the 
answering of most that has appeared in 
print to them. 
Whether I receive 


credit, little, much or none, in this 
matter, I am satisfied in the thought 
that at all tiniea I acted as best I knew 
and with the only object of doing the 
best for the people that could be done 
and I now have no cause to think that 
in any particular I might have done 
better than was done. I believe the 
acts of all the present county officers 
who have taken any part in the recov- 
ering of these taxes will bear full aud 
complete investigation. There is more 
history to these cases than has yet 
been published and if it ever geta be 
ond the ears ol! the Grand Jury it will 
ot, I believe, be to the discredit of 
ny of the present county officials.

At Atlantic, Iowa, on May 7th, 0. M. 


Ailor,alias" Crip." Ailor, was convicted 
ol deceiving the people by selling a 
worthless compound, which he repre- 
sented to be Hood's Sarsaparilla, and 
waa sentenced by Judge Macy to one 
year at hard labor in the Iowa State 
Penitentiary.

.-•hort lived moths and butterflies simi- 
larly aro untroubled by family cares. 
When the oggs have to bo deposited on 
uomtuou and abundant food plants the 
females need and possess few hours in 
which to accomplish their easy task. 
Tho mains, on tho other hand, havo to 
fly about seeking and sometimes fight- 
ing for possession of the fomnles, and 
to them a longer life is i,Hotted. But- 
terflies aud moths that live for more 
than a few days are thoso whose cater- 
pillars require a rarer food plant, a 
more carefully chosen nursery and feed- 
ing ground. Tho females have to fly 
about seeking convenient spots for their 
offspring, and tho eggs, instead of ripen- 
ing and being deposited simultaneous- 
ly, aro laid from day to day until the 
full tale bo accomplished. 
In many 


tribes of bees the males play thoir part 
hut once, and that during the nuptial 
flight of tho queen. Immediately after- 
ward they diaor shortly after are killed 
by the workers. The queens, secluded in 
the middle of the hive, produce crops 
of workers year after year, and so their 
lives are prolonged. 


Among the birds and beasts parental 


cares have brought length of days with 
them. The small singing birds are rapid 
breeders, sometimes producing five or 
sex nestlings twico a year, but their 
enemies are equally numerous, and de- 
spite the constant attention of the male 
and female play suoh havoc with the 
young that hardly in 20 years will a 
pair roar np young enough to maintain 
the species. Birds liko pheasants and 
fowls aro still more prolific, bnt old 
mid young liko are preyed npon by a mul- 
titude of enemies. The birds of prey are 
blow brooders. Their active flight makes 
it impossible that the females should 
carry with them a burden of developing 
eggs, and in thoir long lives they leave 
behind them no more progeny than 
quicker breeding, shorter lived orea- 
tnres.—Saturday Review.
